Keys' companions, Harold McLaugh- 
lin, 1-1, and Chester Brown, 16. the 
bullet struck Keys while he was fish- 
ing in the Sangamon river, near the 
city waterworks. 
They asserted that 


they had left him for a-few moments, 
and that when they returned they 
found him wounded. 


Police Remove Bulletins. 


This was the version which was 


posted on the

Instantly crowds began to 


collect and the excitement was in- 
creased when the police ordered the 
removal of the notices. The act was 
interpreted as an attempt on the part 
of the authorities to conceal the facts 
so as to minimize the possibility of 
the renewal of the local race war.

fect that his client was trying to ef- 
fect a reconciliation with her hus- 
t>; ud and would testify in his behalf 
at the trial, Mr. Wild was equally 
positive. 
His client had never con- 


sidered a reconciliation as possible, 
he said. 


Refuses to Comment. 


Weldon C. Percy, the first lawyer, 


called in to defend Captain Hains and 
his brother, refused to comment on 
the various statements. 
Concerning 


the automobile lido in which Captain 
Hains took Annis just after his re- 
turn from the Philippines, however, 
Mr. Percy threw a new light. 


"The captain," he said, "returned 


with the conviction that all the gossip 
connecting Annis and his wife was 
without foundation.

t'u-s of the woman he loved and d£- 
cicled the best way would be to openly 
invite Annis (o dinner at the fort. 
He did this, trusting in the word of 
his wife.

and Mr. and Mrs. Annis—went out to- 
gether for an automobile ride. Subse- 
quent to that the captain discovered 
the truth. The talk of Mrs. Hains not 
having been in full possession of liar 
faculties when she signed the confes- 
sion is ridiculous.

A great deal of nonsense is being 


talked and written as to dogs at this 
time of the "mad dot; scare'.1 Wo ma- 
hear that a case of ac'ual -abies H 
almost unknown, and on the contrary 
that the spread of the disease in re 
cent years is so much great' r than 
formerly that the «;reat majority of 
dogs are in danger of inlecti.>n. 
it 


between these extremes, it v.ere ad- 
mitted. as it should be thai rabies 
does not exist that the d iser.se can 
be and is spread by the bite ot ai 
infected animal, a fair basis lor a dis- 
cussion as to how to meet the lact 
of rabies could be obtained. 


Rabies among well kept, well bred 


dogs which have homes, where the;- 
arc loved and where their wants are 
carefully attended to. is more rare. 
\Vhen the disease is found among si-eh 
dogs it may be set down for a cer- 
tainty that it has been caused by the 
bite of some stray, infected animal. 
On the other hand rabies originates. 
if it originates at all. in animals 
homeless and half-starved. In these 
stray animals, running at large, there 
is danger. Hence the proposition that 
these dogs should be captured and 
put to death is not unreasonable. And 
indeed, less cruelty v.-ill be inflicteM 
than some of the more sentimental 
suppose. 
A more miserable object 


than a dog which has no home io:- 


can find one cannot be imagined. 
A. 


dog is essentially, a domestic animal, 
to which affection is an absolute ne- 
nessity. 
A more r-^thetic object is 


not to be found than a dog see'.dng to 
;, attach itself to a home, to a person 
/whom it follows with wistful 
eyes, 


craving and begging in its own way 
,for encouragement 
and 
protection. 


-Such a dog is on its way to that 
physical and mental condition out of 
jWlilch possibly may come rabies.
